(AP)—President Truman’s state­ 
ment that real estate lobbyists 
hav e 
launched 
a 
“deliberate 
camp aign of misrep resentation” 
against housing legislation drew 
a sharp denial today from Rep 
Martin (R.-Mass). 
The President said late yes­ 
terday in a letter to Sp eaker Ray­ 
burn (D-Tex) that he has been 
shocked in recent days at the 
extraordinary p rop aganda cam­ 
p aign that has been unleashed 
against a senate-p assed p ublic 
housing, slum clearance bill now 
p ending in the house. 
Distort Facts 
The camp aign, Truman 
de 
clared, “consistently distorts the 
facts of the housing situation in 
this country.” 
Martin, the house Rep ublican 
leader, told a newsman: 
‘This is a surp rise to me. The 
only lobby that has contacted 
me is the lobby trying to p ut 
ov er the bill.” 
Martin declared that op p osuion 
to the measure has come from 
p eop le concerned ov er gov ern­ 
ment sp ending—not reel estate 
lobbyists. 
The President’s strongly-word­ 
ed letter said that “a little group 
of ruthless men” is resp onsible 
for the camp aign to defeat the 
bill.”

aware of the false and miitead- 
ing nature of this p rop aganda ” 
House Democratic Leader Mc­ 
Cormack (Mass) p romp tly com­ 
mented: ‘Thlte President is ab­ 
solutely right.

PETERSBURG, W. Va„ June 18 
(AP)—Flash floods unleashed 
by torrential rain struck this v al­ 
ley area last night, sending thous­ 
ands scurrying from their homes. 
State p olice said eight to ten 
p ersons were unaccounted for 
here and that they “believ e there 
will be some casualties.” Com­ 
munications were disrup ted and 
p olice said they were unable to 
v erify rep orts that at least fiv e 
others were lost elsewhere in the 
flooded area. 
Fed by 
incessant downp ours 
yesterday, the 
Potomac riv er’s 
north and south branches swirled 
ov er their banks, isolating entire 
communities and sweep ing away 
smaller dwellings. 
The danger zone was the heart 
of West Virginia’s eastern p an­ 
handle. 
Petersburg, nestled between the 
Shenandoah and A l l e g h e n y 
mountains on the Potomac’s south 
branch, was rep orted almost com­ 
p letely submerged. The south side 
of the town of 1,800 went under 
first, shortly before sundown, then 
industrialized north fringe was 
blanketed. 
Three Feet Repo rted 
Later rep orts from the down­ 
town section said three feet ‘of 
water cov ered the business dis­ 
trict. 
Distress calls for aid to 300 fam­ 
ilies were sent to American Red 
Cross headquarters in Washing­ 
ton, and word was receiv ed that 
disaster units could be exp ected 
today. 
Police said that the water began 
to drop here during the night but 
that the rain resumed and the 
water again began to rise. 
AH 
routes from 
Petersburg 
were blocked by water, p olice 
said, and rescue efforts were 
hamp ered by sev ered telep hone 
lines and p ower failures. 
Besides a state p olice radio 
hookup with Rommey, some 50 
miles northeast, emergency tele­ 
p hone serv ice to Moorefield was 
the main link with the outside 
world. Moorefield is 
25 
miles 
away in the same general direc­ 
tion. 
Police said “sev eral p ersons” 
had to be ev acuated at Moore­ 
field and that U. S. Route 220 was 
blocked by water there.

It’s ev ident that no wo rsening o f the “ co ld war” 
is likely to J o llo w the co llapse o f the fo reign min­ 
isters co nference. Tho ugh no impo rtant pro gress 
in reliev ing tensio ns between the western po wers 
and R ussia was made, neither* were there any dis­ 
astro us failures. The status quo is maintained, with 
the lifting o f the siege o f Berlin chalked up as a 
net gam. 
Russia’s reaso ns fo r wanting a new co nference 
o f the fo reign ministers are still unkno wn. Per­ 
haps Secretary o f State Acheso n no w kno ws what 
they were, but they aren’t public kno wledge. 
It had been ho ped that if Russia pro v ed to be 
eo ncilato ry there might be a reductio n o f spend­ 
ing fo r natio nal defense. But if the co ld war is to go 
o n, that ho pe may be in v ain. Ev ery thing will de­ 
pend o n the go v ernment’s interpretatio n o f Rus­ 
sia’s attitude. 
The threat o f widespread strikes also must be 
lo o ked at in the light o f o fficial interpretatio ns o f 
Russia's intentio n. 
The rising discussio n abo ut 
way s and means o f cushio ning the co llapse 
o f the po st-war bo o m must be geared to the same 
thing. To a great degree, the bo o m was kept bo o m­ 
ing by fear o f an o utbreak o f war, which pro mpt 
*d heav y defense spending and stimulated co n­ 
sumer buy ing. 
Tho se who guessed that Russia wo uld turn 
co nciliato ry in o rder to make the po st-war bo o m 
co llapse and plunge the United States into depres­ 
sio n hav e been left high and dry . If co nciliatio n 
was any part o f the Kremlin t purpo se in asking 
fo r ano ther co nference o f the fo reign ministers, 
it was kept well co ncealed while the co nference 
was in sessio n.

These annual outdoor jam­ 
borees bring together the most 
nondescript sportsman gathering 
to be viewed 
anywhere. 
Hal 
ioween hath no masquerade lik e 
the annual contests of the Amer 
lean Crow Hunters association 
The scores of crow shooters 
from across the country who will 
enter this year’s event probably 
will reach an all-time high in 
subterfuge' of dress, since cam 
ouflage, deception and general 
sneak iness are their k ey stock s 
in trade. Jungle warfare garb, for 
example, has contributed greatly 
to postwar crow shooting. 
Nothing is certain about a na 
tional crow shooting champion­ 
ship, except that it is compara­ 
tively safe despite the fact that 
contestants are armed with load­ 
ed shotguns. One prediction, how­ 
ever, seems obvious, and it is 
that the 1949 champion will be a 
man under 40. 
Age and competitive 
crow 
shooting mix about lik e crow 
shooting and brass bands. Each 
year the national becomes a 
more gruelling contest, and the 
recent champs have been, in addi­ 
tion to sk illed callers, and ex­ 
cellent wing shots, well under 
their 50’s.
